Battle Rage* On Seven-Mile Front 
But First Army headquarters dispatches said the Ger­ 
mans had gained several miles and American troops were 
locked in battle. 
The penetration apparently had been at 
least four miles in one area IO miles east of Malmedy, a Bel­ 
gian town just north of the Luxembourg border. 
This was a push by a strong German armored column sup­ 
ported overnight by artillery and bombing and strafing war­ 
planes on a seven mile front. 
Several German armored divisions and infantry divisions 
were striking savagely and bending back the lines of the 
fiercely struggling doughboys. 
Elsewhere along the 80-mile front the Germans were 
delivering stiff punches aimed at seeking soft spots and there 
were indications the supreme German effort would mount in 
intensity before it subsided. 
Other German Blows Expected 
On many other Army fronts there were signs of impend­ 
ing German blows. 
U. S. Third Army dispatches said the heaviest enemy 
rail movement ever seen behind the Third Army front had 
been observed yesterday. 
Reports from the British Second Army front to the north 
said German fliers in the greatest strength since D-Day had 
appeared in the skies along the Aachen sector, along with 
many reconnaissance aircraft over the British front. 
A 10-mile long German column was blasted by Allied 
j tighter bombers in the Neunkirchen area, IO miles northeast 
of Saarbrucken. 
In the Alsace plain German counterattacks rolled over 
three villages in the Colmar and Selestat areas. 
But at Gen. Eisenhower’s supreme headquarters it was 
I said the Allied command is taking measures to deal with the 
situation and that there was no cause for undue alarm. 
Von Kundstedt undoubtedly has thrown a large part of 
his strategic reserve into this supreme effort, it was said, 
with the most likely purpose of derailing the Allied winter 
offensive and holding the Americans on the Koer river and 
the fringe of the Saar basin until spring. 
It is possible, it was stated, that this may prove to be the 
final German effort to turn the tables. 
By some it was compared to the great German counter­ 
offensive in the spring of 1918. 
Shrewdly timed when the Americans were drawn up at 
the Koer and presumably preparing for the serious effort 
of getting across that barrier toward Cologne and the Rhine, 
Von Rundstedt’s blow was aimed at the Ardennes forest, path 
ot German conquest in 19*10. 
It was set off by a proclamation to his troops telling them 
their “ hour has struck” and that they must “achieve the 
superman for our Fatherland and our Fuehrer.” 
Ninth Tactical Air Force headquarters in Belgium said 
hundreds of Thunderbolts and Lightnings pounced on con­ 
centrations of as many as 300 and 400 tanks and armored 
vehicles with rockets, bombs and machine guns as part of the 
Allied reaction.
